lnce the printing and publiſhing of 
the foreſaid Book , the Honourable 
Foba Noet Eſq, Third Son ( now It- 
ving)of the Right Honourable Baprift 
late Viſcount Campden, hath beſtowed the 
Sum of One thouſand Pounds in erecting a 
moſt Noble and Exquiſice Monument-in the 
North-ſide of Erton Church in this County, 
to the Memory of the ſaid Lord his Father. 
It is in Height a2 Foot, and x4 Foot in 
Breadth, and contains,at a convenicat diſtance 
from the Floor, two admirable Statues, of 
the faid Viſcount Campden, and Elizaberb 
his laſt Lady, ſtanding upright , ſomthing 
bigger than the Life. Between theſe rwa,Sta- 
tucs is a Pedeſtal ſupporting an Yrne;” On 
the outward ſides ot rhe Statnes are placed 
two great Pyramids, each ſupporting a Vaſe 
of black Marble twiſted *aboutavith Feſtoons 
of white. And in, ſeveral parts of the Moau- 
ment, are repreſented in BaFreleif, the ſeve- 
ral Matches of the faid Lord, and all the If- 
ſue, as well living as dead, by thoſe Matches, 
The whole is the Workmanſhip of that juſt- 
ly admired Artiſt Mr, Grinl/in Gibbon, whole 
Carvings at Windſor, Whiteball, and elſewhere, 
not only in this Nation, but in Foreign parts, 
have cauſed him to be eſteem'd the beſt of 
Engliſh Statuaries, and perbaps inferior to 
none beyond the Seas, 

On two Tables of black Marble, below the 
two Pyramids, are the following Inſcri- 
ptions in Letters of Gold, viz. on that 
on the Left Hand, theſe words : 

Here refteth Baptift Noel Lord Viſcount 
Campden , Baron of Kiblington «nd 
IAlmington, Lord Lieutenant of the 
County of Rutland, His eminent Loy- 
alty to bis two Sovereigns, King Charles 7. 
and II, his Conjugat Aﬀeition to Four 
Wives , bis Paternal Induls ence to Nine- 
teen Children; bis Hoſpitality and Libe- 
rality to all that deſvred or deſerved it 
( notwithſtanding ineſtimable Loſſes in 
his Eftate , frequent Impriſonments of his 
Perſon, Spoil and Havock of ſeveral of 
Bis Houſes, beſides the Burning of that No- 
ble Pile of Campden) have juſt ren» 
dred bim the Admiration of his Contempo- 
raries, and the Imitation . of Poſterity.

Ten 
Shillings pare of the ſame, for a Sermon in 
the Church of Dkeham yearly, on AÞbwedneſ- 
day, the reſidue to be yearly diſpoſed to 
ſuch Poor People as are palt their Work and 
Labour, or Sick, and not able to fnaintain 
themſelves otherwiſe; Three Quarters of the 
Som to be diſtribuced to the Lords. Hold, and 
a Fourth Part to the Dzans-Hold in the faid 
Town of Okeham.

Hh markable Charity of Mr, Endymion Ca» 
*yng,an old Cavalier, anda Captainof Horſe 
in the Service of King Charles I. of ever Ble{- 
ſed Memory, Afrer the Civil Wars, he li- 
ved for many years at B ook in this Coun- 
try, in the Family of the Right Honourable 

wlian, late Viſcounteſs Campden, to which 

dy he was Steward, and her Principal Ser- 
vant, HeDiecd a Batchelor at 15200k in the 
year 1683.
